A representation of 


this having been made to the government of 
Cuba, the governor ordered a detachment of 200 
men by land, two schooners of war, four laun- 
ches, and two armed boat* with 200 men, oa 
the yth October,ia pursuit ofthe piratical gang. 
This movement on the part of the government, 
to co-oparata with the Americans and English, 
will no doubt put a stop to this nefarious busi- 
ness, which it would be utterly impossible to ef- 
fect, without the assistance of land forces.

peaceful country, where there is room for the 
exercise of all u»efol talent, in pursuit of »d-en- 
tures—of wealth to be acquired without indus- 
try, and of honor» which, according to undisput- 
ed law, will doom their possessors, if caught in 
civilized society, to certain death !

"We arrived here on tbc 4th init. We found 


the U. S. icheoner Al'igator, having a convoy 
of American merchantmen! for the Mone pas- 
sage. 
The Alligator was detained two or three 


days before our arrival, at the request of tht 
merchants, to move their property on b:.»rd of' 
her, a general panic having struck them in co< 
sequence of general Morale» having caulitni 
Maracaybo, and an expectation that 
he would 


have marched immediately for Caracas. 
There 


are a number ofAmerican merchant» here, and 
many Americans in tke patriot service, badly 
paid, and generally disgusted with their situa- 
tions. 
If Morales takes Caracas, La Goayra

every de-cription, armed agaioit the peaceable 
provinces and inhabitants of the Spanish mo- 
narchy, the property of whose subjects they at- 
tack and plunder with tbe mast glaring piracy, 
Laving Baltimore and New York for their ren- 
dezvous, and this it done with the toleration of 
the government of tba U. S. for you say she 
acknowledge» such acts, by recognizing the in 
" tirrection of those provinces that belong 
to 


Spain, and with whom tba American govern- 
ment ba* no right to interfere, without violating 
tbe most solemn treatiei, a* aba bas done, by 
carrying on an active war against 
persons, 


who relying on the faith of those treaties, main- 
tain the matt peaceable aonduct. 


I am persuaded it will surprise not anly you 


hut many others, that in America there stiii 
exist Spanish chieftains who are endued with 
rufficient energy to support the dignity of their 
cuuntry agaiaat those disturbers of the peace, 
who with sword in band attack and plunder 
Spanish citizens, introducing at the same time 
arms, ammunition and agents to revolutionize 
their 
defenceless territories, and ail with the 


knowledge of the government ofthe U. S. 
As a 


proof af this fact 1 shall notice the expedition of 
Miranda, fitted out at New York, to destroy the 
province of Venezuela ; that of the brigand Dv 
coudray, composed ofeighty vagrant», almost all 
of them American citizens, embarked on board 
of tha brig Mary and the privateer Saratoga 
(which ara said to have been fallen in with at sea 
by tbe sloop ander yoar command) hating on 
board arms and warlike stores to plunder and re- 
volutionize Porto Rico, under the sacred ties of 
peace and amity ; the adventurer W. Robinson, 
who, under convoy of the Macedonia frigate, on 
board of which he wa* passenger, has lately in- 
troduced ten thousand mesketi into Carthagena; 
the agent or agenti deipetched by the Ameri- 
can government to theie province», with ample 
power» to lupport their rebellion, 
under the 


tpecioui pretext af having recognized five estab 
)i»hed government* in America, 
governments 


that only exist in the fantastical imagination af 
him who volcd for that purpose, at tbe very mo- 
ment the Spanish forces were placing them 
selve* upon an equal footing with those of the 
rebel* ; and finally the «loop of war Hercules, 
and brig Veneedor, both American vessel», which 
sailed from New York on tbe 30th September, 
fitted out and manned with American seamen, 
are at this vary moment committing hostilities 
on the coaits of the main, ander the Colombian 
flag, and within your own view. It is these act» 
which ought to attract your attention, 
and 


that ofevery scrupulous person, it is tbest» deeds 
that have enforced such repressive measures, as 
yon style military despotism, and although you 
would wish to alledge, in their defence, that they 
are citizens ofColumbia, look over your consti- 
tution and you will find that men who have not 
yet 
set their feet upon the Columbian territo- 


ries can only be deemed subjects of tbe country 
from whence they derive their origin. 


''"», Sir, as general in chiefhe is acteuntablt 


to his own nation and the civilized worldfor 
his proceedings, and all nation», you alone re 
jrcting them, woold approse of »ueb measore» 
a! tend tv make just reprisals upon individual» 
eairying on war against the provinces under hi» 
command, and 
should he suffer himself to be 


destroyed with impunity by men, whoforsaking 
their native country, 
venture upon a land to 


which Ihey are «Hangers, erecting themselves, 
into modernDonQuixotte», to redress the wrongs 
of other», they would look upon it as an act of 
the 
most reproachable neglect. It is not a- 


gainst every government, as you pretend, but 
" 


gainst all those adventurers, who, under a falie 


jemblance of peace, come to commit hostilities 
upon the Spaniards, that he wagej and will ever 
wage war. 
Employ your ikill and credit with 


your own government to obtain a cessation of 
the piracies comoiilted against the Spanish pro- 
vince» by your countrymen, and then, believe 
me, he will neither make use, nor aland in need 
of repressive regulations; and at the same time 
«in will prove by this step your full knowledge 
of the humane osages of civilized society, usage» 
wh:ch the Spaniard» possess and have practised 
from the earliest times. 


IVar under its mildest aspect is undoubtedly 


a deplorable calamity: it is my warmest wish 
thatyou might hy means ofyour superiortalents 
impress your countrymen with these sentiment», 
fhat they would cease to commit act» of hosti 
lily against thi» unfortunate country already 
ia'id 'waste, and retire from a contest to which 
they are strangers, giving themselve» up solely 
to ooflioifcrei&i pursuits. 
TJieu would the Spa* 


niards enter tbe lists against their misguided 
brethren, not to compeil them to yield by dint 
of arms, as they now do ; but to induce them by 
the force of teuton and persuasion, the Spanish 
nation, whoüe principle»are free and generous, 
being conscious that errors and mistakes in po- 
litic are no crimes ; for this very reason the war 
carried on against the Spanish Americans 
is 


conformable la the laws of nations, not to ty- 
ranize, but to associate them with that nation, 
which for liberal sentiments, set» the example to 
all Europe. 


Thoseforces uhich you suppose ineffectually 


employed in Venezuela, are the same that will 
eupportall meaiure» adopted against the distur- 
bersof peace and good order. 
Qaestion the di- 


«ident leaders if their efforts are ineffectual, or 
should you rather choose to witness their cour- 
age and discipline, place yourself in opposition 
to them,and their deed» will answer you much 
bettar than words. 
As for tbe acts ofplunder 
and cruellies mentioned by you, only fix your at- 
tention on tbe many committed by ihe pirates 
from ihcU. S. on defencelessSpaniards, andyou 
will behold yourcountry enriched with numerous 
spoils of these unfortunate men, contrary to the 
law» and usages of nations. 
And, pray. Sir, 


what are your sentiments of the scandalous act 
committed by the Grampus upon a privateer le- 
gally fitted out at Porto Rico, and of the six 
seamen whofell victims to thisrash proceeding? 
'Ihe Spanish soldiers will never stain their 
"words with the blood of unoffending and peace- 
able men ; they are as brave in action, as they 
are merciful to a vanquished enemy ; and in both 
hemispheres they have lately given proofs of the 
eminent virtues they possess in iheir conduct to- 
ward* tyrant*, and men who have been led as- 
tray ; but against external foes, who come in 
arms to invühie their country and homes, they 
will be inexorable. 
The Spanish nation end 
authorities wiil always protect those perssns 
(whatever be their origen) who quietly pursue 
commerce under the sanction of her lawt ; nay 
they wou'd blush to imitate the conduct of ge- 
neral Jackson towards the unfortunate Creek 
Indians of Georgia, or commit the murder of 
the two peaceable Englishman engaged in tbe 
fur trade, under pretext of their being agents of 
seduction, a deed for which all Europe still 
looks for satisfaction. 
It is a general rule that every government 


has an incontestable right of blockade over the 
coasts of any nations, with whom they may 
chaaca to be at war. Witb how much more 
reaaon then, do they possess this power over 
their own territories and provinces in insarrec- 
tion ? To prove this I will point out facts that 
have existed : 
Napoleon declared all the coasts 


of the English dominions in both worlds in a 
state of blockade, and acted accordingly ; Eng 
land in like marmer declared and maintained 
the same right aver the coasts of I"ranee, and 
all the U. S. from New London to tbe We*t, 
without any foreign power, or even your govern- 
ment having objected to such measure». 
Now, 
if this right has lately been exercited by the first 
nation» on the earth, why do you deny it at pre- 
sent ? Besides this is no war of nation», it i* a 
measure ofpolicy, adopted by Spain against one 
of her revolted provinces, a measure with which 
no foreign power has any right 
lo interfere, 


every one being entitled to govern hi» own fa- 
mily as he pleases ; and a» an instance of this 
you ha'ejinly lo look at tbe measures adopted 
by the British government in the severe instruc- 
tion-) sent to the lord lieutenant of Ireland a- 
eainst foreigners? 
What would you say were 


Spain or Spanish agents to assist the rebel ne 
groes in the province of Charleston, whom tbe 
government of the U. S. have punished with 
death ? Certainly your government would com- 
plain of socb a breach ofall social order.and not 
withstanding all this, the crime of these delud- 
ed wretches, was to obtain that independence 
which (he U. S. approve ofand support in the re- 
belsofthe Sooth,and punish a» criminal in those 
of the North, for the mere difference of those 
being Spanish and these North Americans, a 
politicalcontradiction unbecoming men who live 
in this enlightened age. 


Undoubtedly, restitution will one day be de- 


mandedfor spoliations. Would to God ibat the 
American nation would adopt a measure which 
justice has been »" long claiming, and may you, 
by the force of powerfull arguments be able to 
convince her of the propriety of her conduct in 
10 doing. 
How many unfortunate Spaniard» 


would then emerge from thai state of mendicity 
into which the piracy of Baltimore hai plunged 
them. 
Only 
cast your eyes on the vast nun» 


her of armed vessel» cruising in those sea», and 
you will not see one but what is commanded and 
manned by North American» ; now would it not 
be more becoming a great magnanimous and an 
enlightened nation to declare and carry on war 
according to the laws of nations, than in the 
manner the U. S. does against Spain ? 
What 
! am going to say is not a Castilian boast, I am 
conscious that for a short lime the U. S. would 
capture some few 
Spanish merchantmen, but 


on the other hand a twarm of privateers would 
show the commerce of America, that if the Spa- 
niards have quietly endured till now with tbe 
utmost patience, it i» owing to their veneration 
for the «acredness of treaties, and not to their 
want of courage. 
The (J. S. cannot possible 
injure Spain, in a greater degree in war, than 
she does in peace, for besides revolutionising 
all her proviaees, at sea she openly attacks her 
property and coasts. 
Allow me, Sir, to tell you, 
that a condect so inconsistent with every prin- 
ciple of that delicacy which constitutes the cha- 
racter of all nations, is unworthy of a govern- 
ment which prides itself in postessing the learn- 
ing of this enlightened age. 


The conduct of the United State» toward* 


tbc Spanish provinces is neither pacific nsi neu- 
tral, as you assert : it is an hostile aggression, 
to supply the rebel provinces with arm» and 
ammunition, to convoy them with vessels of war, 
to send out public agents to kindle the flame* 
of discord, to arm vessels of war in their ports, 
to man them with American citizens, and em- 
ploy them against peaceable provinces and in- 
habitant», plundering their paoperty at tea, and 
selling it in the United States, without any con- 
demnation whatever; these are notorious fact*, 
which destroy your assertions, and there are ac- 
tually detained in the island of Curasao at the 
present moment vessels armed and equipped in 
New York, loaded with arms ammunition, and 
proclamations of sednction, destined against 
Porto Rico; and it is further stated, I do not 
know upon what foundation, that you Imv-e de- 
manded one of ihe individual», arrested a* the 
second agent of these robbers, 
which I can 


scarcely persuade myself could beth- act of an 
officer of honor, the seniorof the American squa- 
dron. 


Yes, Sir: there exists a treaty between flj.r 


Catholic Majesty and the United States, en- 
«erred into and ratified on the 22d of February, 
1819, which theSpanish nation and tbe comman- 
der in chief of these provinces consider it their 
duty to «bterve with the greatest strictness;they 
will never abuse, but religiously regard it, and 
flatter themselves that you will use your influ- 
ence to obtain that your countrymen may cease 
to violate it, which they are doing publicly and 
with impunity. 
And 
1 can assure yoa, that in 


that case the Spanish nation and her citizens 
will be tbe sincere friends of all those who watch 
over and keep their treaties inviolate, at they 
are understood and agreeable la tbe usage» oi 
the preient enlightened age. 


Your protests ought to be directed to your 


own government, which violates the said trea- 
ties, by permitting her citizens to attack tbe 
Spanish coasts and properties; but so long at 
these 
aggfession* are 
not repressed, 
means 


ofrepulsion and retaliation will 
not be want- 


ing, for the results of which the Spanish com- 
mander in chief of Venezuela, in the name 
nf the nation, enters his Protest against all na- 
tion* who may commit hostilities against the 
provinces under bis command, and particularly 
against the United States, who employ their 
force» and agents in a more direct manner than 
any other nation. 


I believe I have answered all your observa- 


tions: I have only now lo remind yon, that the 
war which at present exist» in the provinces of 
America is not a war between one nation and 
another, but a war of" 


family in which one part 


i» in discord with the other, intending to lepar 
ate themselvel, onder the pretext that they have 
sufficient strength, both moral and physical, lo 
govern themselves, as it happen» in private fa- 
milies, the children of which haring airived at 
years of discretion liberate themselves. 
A war, 


which by the means the nation has adopted, wilt 
be at on end in a short time 
to the mutual sa- 


tisfaction of both ptrties, and of all the com- 
mercial world, without the interference of nei?h-^ 
boun to feed their domestic dtssentions. 
The 


Spanish soldier never stops to count, nor wiil 
he give ground to any number of enemies who 
may attack him, as has been proved by a hand- 
ful of brave men confined in a small corner of 
th« Peninsula, destroying the best armies com- 
manded by 'he greatest of tyrants, who over- 
threw and yoked 
to his car the power» of thr 


nsrth, except the Spaniards, who by their eou- 
r age and example have givenfreedom toEorope, 
This other handful of heroes, who have found 
themselves under thesame circumstances, reduc- 
ed to a single fortress in Venezuela, and subject 
to the greatest privations, will follow the exam- 
pleof their companionsin arm»;and their forces, 
which you say «ill be useless, will demonstrate 
to those who have inconsiderately precipitated 
themselves, that their measures have been pre- 
mature, by erroneous calculations of a predilic 
tion which «an never obtain to the prejudice of 
other nations ; and that the provinces of Vene- 
zuela will return to gather the fruits of liberty 
and peace, which a few men, seduced by the 
thirst of plunder, have undermined, destroying 
the present generation, without any expectation 
of happiness for the future ; but, if contrary to 
what present appearancespromise, their designs 
should be frustrated, they will have the glory of 
perishing in the field of honor, whioh is the wa- 
ges of a soldier. 


I conclude by assuring you, that If the govern- 


ment of the United States changes its conduct, 
and in observance of existing treaties restrain» 
ber citizens within the limits of a true and ef- 
fective neutrality, the Spaniard» of Venezuela 
will be their faithful friends, a» they are in Por- 
to Rico, the island of Cuba, and other point! of 
the Spanish nation, since then, she, seeing the 
real state of her provinces in America, as an af- 
fair in which the commerce of the civilized 
world is interested, she ha» already solemnly 
declared 
to all friendly nation», that her pro- 


vince! and port» beyond sea, are open to dran- 
ger» and their commerce—generosity not equal- 
led by any European nation. 


1 will do yon the justice to believe that your 


sentiments and conduct, as respects the Spani- 
ards, are those of a gentleman, a commander 
and a soldier of honor. 
This will be the opi- 


nion of all Spaniards as respects American citi- 
zens ; and for myself, I have the honor to be, 
with the same sentiments, your attentive and
